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REPORT OP THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GEEERAL. 
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REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Accounts of the 
Intermediate Education Board, Ireland, foi- the Year eiuled tlie Slat 
December 1897; prepared and submitted for the Information of Parliament, in 
pursuance of the 10th Section of the Act 41 & 42 Viet. c. 66. 


Capital Account. 

1. The Securities shown in the Capital Account of the Boai-d consist of a sum o£ cepiial 
1,000,000/. charged upon the Irish Church Temporalities Fund (per Act 41 & 42 Viet. 

c. 66, 8. 8.)» and of investments in Consols of surpluses of income. 

The charge of 1,000,000/. is represented by Debentures originally bearing interest at 
the rate of per cent, per annum and guarniitced by the Treasury for 18 years from 
February 1879. This term expired on 21st Febi-uaiy 1897, and the Debentures 
have been renewed for a further period of 10 years at a reduced interest, guaranteed 
by the Treasury, of per cent. ]>er annum. 

2. During the year 1897 a sura of 4,963/. 8 a 2r/., in respect of surplus income of 
preceding years, was trausferied from the Income Account to the Capita! Account, and 
invested in Consols. On the other hand a sum of 1,57.5/. 12«. wo.s realised in the 
3'ear by the sale of 1,400/. Consols, and transferred to the Income Account, for the 
purpose of providing for ourrent expeaditiuc. 

llic balance of the Capitol Account at the close of the year consisted of the charge 
of 1,000,000/. upon the Irish Church Fund, and of 31,569/. 11#. 8r/. Consols, purchased 
with previously accumulated sm*pluses of Income. 


Income Account. 

.3. As a result of the reduction in the rate of interest upon the origiual capital of 
1,000,000/., mentioned in paragraph 1, the income of the year shows a decrease, as 
compared with the preceding year*, of more than 4,000/. ; the receipts in 1897 (including 
Income tax refunded) being 31,639/. 10#. 3^. as against 35,693/. 7#. 'id. in 1896. 

The total expenditure iu the year (including Income tax recoverable) amounted to 
33,044/. 1#. Irf., and exceeded the total receipts by 1,404/. 10s. lOt/. To cover this 
deficiency, as stated in the last paragraph, a eum of 1,575/. 12s. was realised out of the 
invested surpluses of prior years and transferred from the Ca^jital Account to the credit 
of the Income Account. 

4. The following particulars relate to the principal heads under which the expen- 
diture is clos.sified in the account : — 

The cost of Administration iu 1897 was 4,273/. 15s. od. as compared with 4,156/. 19#. 9d. Cost cf AdminwirB- 
iu the previous year, an increase of 1 16/. 15#. 8rf. tion. 

The expense of Examinatious amounted to 13,503/. 2s. 9d. as compared witli Cost of Examina- 
12,900/. 17«. id. in the previous year, au increase of 602/. 5b. 6rf. ; the number of 
Students presented being 8,877 (of whom 5,538 passed) as compared with 8,711 (of 
whom 4,966 passed) in the previous year. 

The cost ot Administration and of Examinations is not shared between the Ordin.iry 
Account and the Local Taxation Moneys Account, but is wholly clmrged in the 
Ordinary Account. 

The amouut paid in the year for Rewards (Exhibitions, Medals, and Prizes) was Rewards .-ma 
7,151/. 6#. 9d. as compared with 6,042/. 6s. Gd. in the previous year; and for Results Results K«a. 

Fees 7,063/. 6#. 4d. as compared with 7,180/. 9s. 6d . ; a net increase under the two heads 
of 981/. 17#. Id. 


Separate Account (Local Taxation Monets). 

5. A Separate Account, first opened in tiie year 1891, shows the Receipts and 
Expenditure in respect of that portion of the aliare of the local taxation duties which 
was allocated to the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, under Section 3 of the 
Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act, 1890, 53 & 54 Viet. c. 60.

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REPOHT OP THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GENERAL. 


Tile Act provides that this money is to he distributed and applied, either for the 
payment of Results Fees to the managers of schools complying with the conditions 
prescribed by the Intermediate Education (Ireland) Act, 1878 ; or for the payment of 
Rewards (Prizes and Exhibitions), and the giving of Certificates to the Students, but 
for no other purposes; the payments to be according to a scheme to be settled by the 
Board, with the apnroval of the Lord Lieutenant and of the Treasury. 

6. The share of local taxation duties brought to account in the year 1897 amounted 
to 50,841/. I4s. (as compared, with 47,232/. 15 j. Id. in the year 1896), and a sum of 
2,341/. Oa. 6c/. was received as Interest of Secuiities and of Cash on Deposit. 

R(w«rdiand '^he payments made during the year have been for Results Fees 41,824/. 8j. 2d. 

Result! Pca». as compared with 46,589/. 16s. 4d. in the preceding year, a decrease of 3,765/. 8^. 2d.\ 

and for. Rewards 10,220/. as compared with 9,135/. in the preceding year, an increase 
of 1.035/. 

The total Expenditure out of local taxation money upon Result Fees and Rewards 
is thus 52,044/. 8^. 2d. as compared with 54,724/. 16i. Ad. in 1896.
